Wanted: A good communicator with 
a strong sense of ethics, a stand up 
kind of guy (or gal), willing to com- 
mit to a long-term relationship. 

That sounds a little like a personal 
ad, but those are some of the quali- 
ties Edmontonians are looking for in 
a new police chief. 

The Edmonton Police Commission 
is in the process of hiring for the po- 
sition but city council has the final 
say. Although it's not clear when the 
new police chief will be announced, 
candidate interviews are underway. 

The new chief will have a huge 
effect on life in the city, says Kris 
Wells, co-chair of the chief’s com- 
munity advisory council and the rep- 


resentative from the sexual minority 
community. 

“Next to the mayor, this is argu- 
ably the most important leader in the 
city,” he says. “We need a modern 
police chief that understands that 
their role is not only to look inward 
at the organization but also to look 
outward towards those strong exter- 
nal relationships.” 

Edmonton hasn't had much luck 
with chiefs in-the past. Bob Wa- 
sylyshen, police chief from 2000 to 
2004, faced controversy when his 
son, Mike Wasylyshen, Tasered Ran- 
dy Fryingpan in 2002. He was later 
found to have used excessive force. 

In 2005, then Chief Fred Rayner 
was fired over the Overtime Scandal 
in which Martin Ignasiak, then the 
police commission chairman, and 
Kerry Diotte, Sun columnist at the

time, were put angen surveillance in 
the hopes police would catch them 
driving drunk. Rayner served as 
chief for only eight months. 

Mike Boyd took the top job in early 


2006 after a quick rise in the ranks 


of the. Toronto police force. Boyd_ 


launched an ambitious 100-day plan, 
which included not only addressing 
crime but also the professionalism of 
the force. He revamped the rules for 
Taser use, and was considered more 
accessible to the public and the me- 
dia. 

Although he was praised for reha- 
bilitating some of the police's image, 
he also faced criticism for not being 
in touch with rank and file police of- 
ficers. 

In September 2010, Boyd an- 
nounced he was leaving a year before 
the end of his contract.

service uniform, You should never 
have to think twice about whether 
they are being ethical, respectful, 
and professional.” 

Wells would like the new chief to 


stay the course on many of Boyd’s 





priorities. For yet another top leader 
to come in and try to change the po- 
lice culture would be too difficult, he 
says. Edmonton needs continuity for 
the next five years or so. 

Diotte, now a city councillor, says 
the new police chief will have to be 


something of a politician. He’s hop- 
ing for a solid communicator, some- 
one able to bring both citizens and 
police officers on board with his or 
her vision, and also someone who 
understands the social issues inher- 
ent in police work. 

“T believe that it's a model that any 
progressive police service is trying 
to follow these days,” he says. “It 
is fairly obvious that once you can 
get someone help and they clean up 
their lives, then they are not out there 
causing break-ins, buying arves, or 
committing violence.” 

And to all these traits, the ideal 
candidate must add a good under- 
standing of the city, says Allan Bol- 
stad, executive director of the Ed- 
monton Federation of Community 
Leagues. Although he says the new 
chief doesn’t necessarily have to be 
promoted up from the ranks of the 
Edmonton force, he says it is impor- 
tant the new chief has a practical un- 
derstanding of the city, and has lived 
in Edmonton before. That way the 
new chief would have a good under- 
standing of the networks of volun- 
teers and involved citizens who are 
wiling to help the police: 

“It’s hard to start from starch and 
explain to them what'a community 
eague is,” “That's so frus- 
trating. It's a big job and you would 
hope that the person would be able 


he says 


to, if not hit the ground running, at 
east hit the ground jogging.” 

And although community polic- 
ing is suppose to be one of Edmon- 
ton’s strengths and indeed has a 
ong history in Edmonton, Bolstad 
is concerned that the city is falling 
ehind in this area. He would like to 
see more funds and a higher profile 
given to beat cops who are regularly 
in contact with residents. Like Wells, 





he would also like to see more con- 
tinuity. 

“We'd like to see some stabil- 
ity given to the beat constables that 
work neighborhoods. We constantly 
see them changing,” he says. “They 
seem to barely get established and

And The Race For Votes Begins!

Welcome to Vote Notes, a weekly re- 
cap of some of the goings-on on the 
federal election campaign trail. There 
are only 32 days until the May 2 vote, 
so start paying attention now. 


BY THE NUMBERS 

A poll released last week, just 
before the government fell, put the 
Conservatives well within reach of a 
majority government. The Ipsos Reid 
poll, conducted March 22-23, put 
Conservative support at 43 per cent 
of decided voters, a 19-point lead over 
Michael Ignatieff’s Liberals, who sit 
at 24 per cent. Jack Layton’s NDP 
enjoys the support of 16 per cent of 
voters, while Elizabeth May's Green 


Party sits at six per cent. The Tories 
are well ahead in vote-rich Ontario, 
and (surprise!) enjoying 54 per cent 
support in Alberta. The same poll 
found Canadians picked Harper as 
the leader who would make the best 
prime minister (49 per cent), with 
followed by Layton (34 per cent), 
then Ignatieff (17 per cent). When 
asked which leader they most trust, 
the order remained the same. The 
first poll since the election was called 


puts the Conservatives at 41 per 
cent, Liberals 29 per cent and New 
Democrats 19 per cent.

Questioning The Power of Shadows And Light

I'maware this is a dumb question, but 
in a way that reassures me because 
I'm relieved of the task of checking 
to see if any of your other readers 
have posed it before: do shadows 
weigh anything at all? Of course, I 
know we're talking extremely small 
amounts — fractions of fractions of 
fractions of pounds, or whatever mi- 
croscopic measuring technique this 
question would employ. Or perhaps 
the reverse is true? Does light some- 
how impose weight on an object, any 
object at all? Please put a stop to this 
ridiculous inquiry! —-cHeMiCaL iM- 
BaLaNc€, Toronto 

Let's think about this: (a) this ques- 
tion is dumb; (b) the Teeming Mil- 
lions don’t ask dumb questions; ergo 
(c) this question must never have 
been asked. Surely you can identify 
the fatal defect in this logic. We'll 
let that slide, though, because your 
question isn’t garden-variety dumb 
— it's dumb but interesting, a rarer 
and more prized breed. We'll proceed 
cautiously, as always when dealing 
with subjects on the cutting edge. 

1. Peter Pan is said to have had a 
tangible shadow, albeit one so flimsy 
that it-was: “not: more-material than 
a puff of smoke.” Peter Pan was, of 
course, fictional — although at the 
quantum level that may not be an im- 
portant distinction — and J.M. Barrie, 
his creator, lacked scientific training. 
But we'll accept this estimate as es- 
tablishing the upper bound. 

2. However, it's directionally wrong. 
In fact, using one frame of reference 
you could say our shadows actually 
weigh less than nothing. Four hun- 
dred years ago the astronomer Jo- 


hannes Kepler observed that comets 
always had a tail pointing away from 
the sun and concluded that the sun’s 
rays exerted pressure that blasted 
material away from these celestial 
bodies. In the late 19th century the 
physicist James Clerk Maxwell for- 
mulated equations predicting the 
pressure of light, a value confirmed 
experimentally in 1903. 

3. You see where I’m headed with 
this. If you're standing there catch- 
ing (so to speak) some rays, said rays 
aren't impinging on the surface com- 
monly thought of as your shadow, 
thus creating a shadow-shaped zone 
of reduced pressure. Compared to 
the rest of the landscape, then, your 
shadow (or, more precisely, the area 
it covers) weighs less. 

4. How much less? Not a lot. The 
pressure we receive from sunlight 
is incredibly small: less than a bil- 
lionth of a pound per square inch 
at the Earth’s surface. To put that in 
practical terms, it would take several 
million human shadows to account 
for one blocked pound of light force 
The light falling on the city of Chi- 
cago has a total force of about 300 
pounds. 

5. However, incredibly small 
doesn't mean inconsequential. For 
example, when Japan’s Hayabusa 
space probe approached the asteroid 
Itokawa in 2005, light pressure equal 
to one per cent of the probe's engine 
thrust had to be taken into account to 
enable the craft to hover near the big 
rock rather than blow past or crash 
into it. This was done with such pre- 
cision that the probe was able to land 
on the asteroid, collect dust samples, 
and return to earth last June 

6. Equally cool is the solar sail 
dreamed of by science fiction writ- 
ers for at least 50 years and finally 






realized when the Japanese IKAROS 
(Interplanetary Kite-craft Acceler- 
ated by Radiation of the Sun) probe 
launched last May. The idea is that 
the solar sail uses light pressure 
plus the solar wind (a much weaker 
zephyr of charged particles from the 
sun) to propel itself plus a payload. 
In June, IKAROS successfully un- 
furled its sail, a square of ultrathin 
film 46 feet on a side equipped with 
solar cells that power the craft's elec- 
tronics. In July, the Japanese space 
agency reported that IKAROS was 
being scooted along by solar pres- 
sure of 1.12 millinewtons, or 0.0002 
pounds of force — which, OK, is not 
so much. But it’s being produced 
by sunlight! It’s free! The scientists

NDP leader Layton chose Edmon- 
ton to kick of the national campaign 
last week, holding a rally at the Art 
Gallery of Alberta. The NDP is aim- 
ing to hold on Linda Duncan's Ed- 
monton-Strathcona seat. Despite a 
screaming front page headline in the 
Journal (“PM will make brief stop in 
city”), the closest he came was Beau- 
mont, for a rally on Monday. 


THE ISSUES

letter, addressed to the governor- 
general, said the Bloc Quebecois, 
the NDP and the Conservatives had 
been in “close consultation” about 
what would happen if the Paul Mar- 
tin government fell. The letter was 
signed by Harper, Bloc Leader Gilles 
Duceppe and the NDP’s Layton. 
Harper says it wasn’t an attempt at 
a coalition, but Duceppe and Layton 
claim Harper discussed a coalition at 
private meetings. 


PROMISES, PROMISES 

Harper made the first big-ticket 
promise of the campaign on Mon- 
day, promising to allow parents to 
split up to $50,000 of their income 
for tax purposes. But there's a hitch 
— the plan won't come into effect 
until the budget in balanced, which 
won't happen until 2015-16, The 
Liberals issued their first promise 
on Tuesday, offering post-secondary 
students $4,000 — $1,000 a year 
for four years — in financial help 
from “Learning Passport” grants. 


Low-income families would receive 
$6,000 in support. The plan would 
cost $1.45 billion a year, with $450 
million being recouped by cancelling 
two federal education tax credits. 


GAFFES 

The well-financed, high-profile 
campaign of Ryan Hastman, the 
Conservative candidate for Edmon- 
ton-Strathcona trying to unseat the 
NDP’s Linda Duncan, was derailed 
this week when it was revealed a 
Conservative staffer under inves- 
tigation by the RCMP was working 
on his campaign. Sebastien Togneri 
(who is not from Edmonton) was 
working as an aide to Public Works 
Minister Christian Paradis when he 
tried to interfere with access to in- 
formation requests. The Mounties 
are now investigating. Hastman’s 
campaign manager — also is also an 
import from Ottawa — says Togneri 
has quit the campaign, and besides, 
he says he was only working on 
signs.

WHAT’S THE RUSH ON THE ARENA? 





Mayor Stephen Mandel is losing his pa- 
tience. And that may not be a good thing. 

The mayor has made up his mind — Ed- 
monton needs a new downtown area. And 
we need to build it with Daryl Katz of the 
Katz Group. And we need to do it now. No 
more discussion is needed. 

The mayor wants a decision on the arena 
made at the April 6 city council meeting. 
Mandel isn't asking that council sign a 
binding deal with the Katz group. “This isn’t 
exactly dotting the I's or crossing the T's. 
This is saying we want to do a deal based on 
these parameters,” Mandel has said. Mandel 
has talked about putting a motion forward 
for the April 6 meeting, but he hasn't said 
what the motion will contain. 

Fortunately for Edmonton, there are 
cooler heads on council. Coun. Ed Gibbons 
has called Mandel’'s demand for a decision 
“guns being held to everyone's heads,” 
decrying the “BS rhetoric” heardinthe . 
arena debate. Councillors Tony Caterina and iy 


Amarjeet Sohi have also said there just isn’t 
enough information available yet to make 
a decision. 

They're right. The mayor seems to be 
operating under an arbitrary timeline 
imposed by the Katz Group, but what's the 
tush? There are plenty of important ques- 
tions that have to be answered, starting 
with the most obvious — why should the city 
finance the building of an arena, and give a 
billionaire owner the keys? Even if you agree 
with this dubious premise, there is still the 
matter of a $100-million funding shortfall. 
Where will that money come from? Will the 
city be on the hook if projected revenues fall 
short? Katz has promised $100 million in 
other investments around the proposed site; 
what form will that investment take? 

So many questions. It would be unwise for 
city council to rush into some kind of agree- 
ment with Katz until every last questions is 
asked, and answered. Despite Mandel’s fe- 
vered claims, there is no rush to sign a deal. 





EUROPE CLOSER TO OILSANDS BAN 





The European Union has moved a’step». 
closer to what amounts to a ban on imports. 
from Alberta's oil — a.k.a. ‘tar’ — sands. » 

A European Union study released iat a 
month concluded that oilsands fuel creates 
23 per cent more emissions than traditional 
sources (the federal government says the 
number is closer to five to 15 per cent). 
Under a proposed low carbon fuel standard, 
fuels with high carbon footprints are 
discouraged from being used. That would 
effectively ban fuel from Alberta's oilsands 
from entering Europe. 

Of course, almost all of Alberta's oil goes 
to the United States, soit would seem that 
this ban would have no impact on Alberta. 


But other countries have a way of following 
European precedent, and if Europe adopts a 
low carbon fuel standard, the United States 
might follow in the future. 

The oilsands are an easy target for Europe, 
since they don't need Canadian oil. They 
get their oil from such bastions of freedom 
and environmental awareness as Libya, Iraq 
and Nigeria. Do any of those countries have 
anything remotely like the commitment to 
the environment — not to mention human 
rights — that we have in Canada? 

Europe's proposed ban on Alberta oil is 
window dressing. It's a lot easier to take a 
symbolic step against a far away country 
than to address your own obvious flaws.

The Dangers Of Soy 





HOLISTIC HEALTH ROBERTA SHEPHERD 
VEGETARIANS SHOULDN'T 
TURN TO SOY TO MEET ALL 
THEIR PROTEIN NEEDS 





When I first became a vegetarian 
Ml years ago, | hadn’t properly re- 
searched my newly chosen lifestyle. 
For a long time, | struggled with how 
to get protein in my diet, stuffing my 
face with bread to create a feeling of 
satiety. 

When I moved to Britain at the be- 
ginning of my career as a vegetarian, 
I discovered their hilarious ability to 
overcook broccoli. I was working at a 
retreat house in England at the time, 
and I ate many non-meat dishes that 
included soy made to resemble meat 
in appearance and texture. I always 
wondered why vegetarians would 
choose to closely relive the experi- 
ence of eating flesh after giving it up. 
I've since gained the knowledge that 
soy is not only“a poor protein alfer- 
native, but that eating it can cause 
harm. 

Soy products come from soybeans, 
a legume native to eastern Asia. Soy- 
beans can produce five to 10 times 
more protein per acre than land re- 
served for dairy animals to graze 
upon. Due to this incredibly high pro- 
tein content, soybeans are valuable 
as livestock feed and a common go- 
to for novice vegetarians. Today, the 
United States produces and exports 
the most soybeans in the world. 

In the early 1990s, a great deal 
of information surfaced about the 
health-promoting properties of soy. 
Soy became an overnight sensation 
— a newly recognized and miracu- 


lous health food said to prevent heart 
disease, cancer and osteoporosis and 
diminish symptoms of menopause 
Numerous studies cited the fact that 
Asian countries, where a great deal 
of soy is consumed, show fewer in- 
cidences of particular diseases such 
as breast cancer. Soy’s new and lus- 
trous reputation caused an upsurge 
in the popularity of soy products that 
began showing up on supermarket 
shelves in many forms. Examples 
include textured soy protein, meat 
substitutes like pepperoni, sausages, 
vegetarian hot dogs and burger pat- 
ties, dairy products like milk, yogurt, 
ice cream and cheese, soy mayon- 
naise, and tofu. 

Unfortunately, these products are 
a far cry from the types of soy that 
Asian populations have gained ben- 
efit from over the years. In Asia, 
soy products are mostly fermented. 
(Miso seasoning, soy sauce, a soy- 
bean cake called Tempeh, and fer- 
mented soybeans served as a tradi- 
tional Japanese breakfast called natto 
are all examples of fermented soy.) 

Soy only offers healthful benefits 
when fermented. This is because 
soybeans anti-nutrient 
compounds that. negatively influ- 
ence health. These compounds are 
only reduced enough for healthy 
through fermenta- 
tion. Soy’s anti-nutrient compounds 
worth mentioning are: 

+ phytic acid, which blocks the 
body’s ability to absorb important 
minerals such as magnesium, cal- 


contain 


consumption 


cium iron and zinc 

* enzyme inhibitors that block the 
body’s uptake of enzymes needed for 
digesting protein 

+ a substance called hemagglutinin 
that causes red blood cells to clot, 
preventing proper distribution of ox- 
ygen to the body’s tissues, negatively 
affecting the maintenance of cardio- 
vascular health 

Soybeans used to produce mass 


products in the western world have 
not been fermented and are laden 
with anti-nutrients that can harm 
your health. Furthermore, more than 
90 per cent of soy on the market is 
genetically modified and highly con- 
taminated by pesticides. This means 
that when you eat soy products, you 
are also eating harsh chernicals. Soy 
beans are also highly allergenic — if 
you experience gastrointestinal reac- 
tions such as gas and bloating upon 
eating soy products, chances are 
you're sensitive and/or allergic to 
them. Soy is also phytoestrogenic in 
nature, meaning that it contains or- 
ganic compounds called isoflavones 
that mimic the activity of estrogens 
in the body — hence the previous, 
widespread notion that it may reduce 
breast cancer. Phytoestrogens can 
disrupt the natural function of the 
endocrine system, creating hormon- 
al imbalance and potentially setting 
the stage for illness. 

Dr. Joseph Mercola, who I've cited 
in a few of my past columns, is an 
American osteopathic physician, 
author and health activist who pro- 
motes alternative health and pro- 
duces a wealth of research-based 
information for citizens and health 
practitioners. He says soy-based-for- 
mulas can affect infants’ reproduc- 
tive and endocrine system, and that 
infants consuming soy-based formu- 
la are ingesting the equivalent of five 
birth control pills per day. 

It seems apparent that soy prod- 
ucts are imposters in the health food 
industry. Whether or not you're a 
vegetarian, do yourself, your family 
and the environment a favour and 
steer clear of unfermented, mass 
produced soy products.

OUR COLUMNIST REFLECTS ON 
ALIFE OF CONCERT-GOING, AND 
ITS EFFECT ON HIS HEARING 





Do you remember the first time you 
noticeably damaged your hearing? 
It's a rite of passage for many mu- 
sic lovers — and a mark of pride for 
many knuckleheads — to sacrifice a 
few perceptible frequencies to the 
excessive volume endemic of rock 
concerts. 

For me, my first deafening expe- 
rience feels like yesterday: my first 
rockshow at the Sarnia Arena, sum- 
mer of 1982, featuring the Monks (of 
“Drugs in My Pocket” fame). Radio- 


| friendly quasi-punk rock struck the 


bored young people of small-town 
Ontario like a multi-pronged light- 
ning bolt. 

Said youth, who had learned ev- 
erything they knew about punk 
rock from an episode of Quincy, 
responded to the Monks’ thunder- 
ous, _ in-no-way-anti-authoritarian 
onslaught by spontaneously plung- 
ing safety pins through their cheeks 
and showering the band in spit. My 
virginal ears responded by turning 
the intense barrage of sound into a 
painful, shapeless siren inside my 





head that persisted long after I stag- 
gered out of the town rink, panicking 
me through the following day with 
its unstinting wail. Would I ever hear 
sibilance again? 

You'd think that would have taught 
me something about protecting my 
ears, but I continued to imperil my 
hearing for a good decade after that, 
blithely strolling into loud musical 
situations without hearing protec- 
tion, then trying to compensate with 
wads of toilet paper when it started to 
feel like I might go home deaf. Over- 
loud mixes, close proximity to mas- 
sive PA systems and unscheduled 
shrieks of feedback all conspired to 
affirm my destiny as a lip-reader. 

Eventually I figured out that if you 
love music — or even just sound — 
you need to save some of your hear- 
ing so you can continue to enjoy it for 
as long as you can. So if you know 
you're going to do something like at- 
tend last week's Apostles of Darkness 
show at the Starlite Room — five un- 
derground metal bands shaking the 
walls of a large-ish night club on one 
apocalycious bill — you should really 
plan to bring earplugs. 

I know lots of people think earplugs 
suck — the foam ones make you feel 
congested or claustrophobic or cut 
off from other people in the room; 
the latex ones are unsympathetic to 
your soft ear canals; the wax ones 
don't do anything. And they all take 
away the visceral charge of fat sound 
waves deforming your tympanic 
membrane and detonating a chain of 
ladyfingers at the roots of your aural 
nerves, which can lead to the incur- 
able ringing in your ears known as 
tinnitus. 

I managed to miss the earliest 
part of the show, walking in midway 
through, the oddly garbed, corpse- 
painted “blackened technical death 
metal” of Poland's Hate. 

Despite the name they were gra- 
cious guests, proclaiming in heavily 
accented growls that they were glad 
to be in Edmonton and wished to re- 
turn one day. 

The band I really came to see was 
Jerusalem's Melechesh, who claim 
the same phylum, genus and species 
of metal as Hate but add a strand 
of Middle Eastern DNA that tem- 
pers the ferocity with serf-driving 
majesty. Frontman Ashmedi, who 
did not have the head of a jackal as 
I expected, referred to the songs as 
“Sonic Magick Spells” and, habibi, 
those were some loud spells! Not 
even my earplugs could protect me 
from Xul’s furious double bass drum 
attack, sort of an enjoyable version 
of being riddled with bullets. The 
band was mind-blowingly tight and 
massive, so much so that the head- 
liner, Greece's Rotting Christ didn’t 
really measure up, despite their ob- 
vious enthusiasm and singer Sakis 
Tolis’s phonetic approximations of 


metal front-man banter. 

1 was close enough to the melee to 
notice that many of the musicians — 
the ones whose ears I could see, any- 
how — were wearing earplugs. They 
seem to think it's a good idea too. But 
looking at my fellow headbangers, I 
could see most of them hadn't both- 
ered and would probably fall asleep 
that night to a shrieking tinnitus lul- 
laby. 

I recognize that scolds like me are 
generally considered buzzkills by the 
“if it’s too loud you're too old” crowd, 
so I sought an expert opinion to back 
me up. Jamie Larsen, a former local 
rock musician and current hearing 
instrument practitioner, runs an in- 
dependent hearing clinic in Burnaby, 
B.C. From conducting hearing tests 
and equipping people with hearing 
aids, Larsen knows that plenty of 
things besides loud music contrib- 
ute to hearing loss. The point, he 
says, is to mitigate your exposure to 
noise where you can to minimize the 
cumulative toll on your ears, espe- 
cially when it comes to the noise you 
choose to expose yourself to. 

“When you're younger and you're 
going to rock shows, playing in a 
band, you kind of recover after- 
wards, though you don’t always re- 
cover completely,” Larsen says. “But 
as you get older you recover less and 
less. And it's common to lose a bit of 
hearing as you age so then when you 
get age-related hearing loss, it com- 
pounds that previous damage.” 

Larsen, who earns a living at mak- 
ing such things, endorses custom- 
made “musician's earplugs,” molded 
from casts to fit a specific user's ear 
canals, which can be equipped with 
varying levels of noise reduction 
from nine to 25 decibels (the foam 
ones you hate usually block around 
30 dB). At a little over $200 a pop, 
they're about $200 more than most 
people would ever consider spending 
on hearing protection, but Larsen 
says the custom plugs can last for 
years with proper care. 

“I've never met anyone who has 
ever tried them and said, ‘that’s not 
for me,” he says. 

Whether you’re in the market for 
fancy earplugs or not, Larsen recom- 
mends visiting a hearing specialist 
anyway. 

“I think it’s huge to get your hear- 
ing tested, especially if you’ve never 
done it, so you can get a baseline 
of where your hearing is. And then 
monitor it, so you know where you're 
at,” 

Or you can just keep doing noth- 
ing. Technology is a marvelous thing, 
after all, and if some future medical 
advance can't repair the reckless 
damage you've done to your listen- 
ing apparatus, surely someone will 
come up with closed captioning for 
blackened technical death metal.

Once upon a time there were very 
few choices for the local diner-outer 
who wanted to experience South 
Indian cuisine, a culinary tradi- 
tion quite distinct from the creamy 
sauces and dense, potent stews most 
Indian restaurants have instructed 
us in. And while it’s true that a few 
South Indian options have sprung up 
in the south and southeast of our fair 
city (I'm thinking of Savoy Health 
Café near Southgate, and Masalaz, 
Shudh and Kathir in the Mill Woods 
area), none of them are particularly 
long on esthetic splendour, tending 


toward a generic/scuffed ambience 
that belies the splendidness of the 
idli, masala dossa and kai kuruma 
they dole out. 

For those who like a bit of panache 
along with their wholesome South 
Indian fare (as well as some non- 
south Indian favourites and fusion- 
y twists), Bistro India has taken up 
residence on the corner of 102nd Av- 
enue and 116th Street in a house that 
previously hosted a short-lived Viet- 
namese restaurant and a beer-trough 
for patchouli-reeking jam-bands and 
their hangers on. 

Anyhow, it’s been nicely dressed up 
as in fancy-casual duds with a lumi- 
nescent bar and seating foyer, a cozy, 
chiaroscuro dining area, and indoor/ 
outdoor patios — a distant, haunted 
refrain of Happy Birthday suggested 
there were private rooms somewhere 
on the premises as well 

The walls are the colour of pump- 
kin pie, discreet Indo-art hangs on 
the walls and the erratic ripple of 
tabla hints at the quiet Carnatic mu- 
sic filtering through the background. 
It's a lovely space, not entirely unlike 
Karma, another Indian restaurant in 
a house not far from the Legislature 
grounds, with similarly spotless, mod 


ceramic dinner plates, rich table fab- 
rics and one unfortunate flatscreen 
television. Go Oilers! 

Our server had that personal ease 
and graciousness about her that be- 
spoke experience. She helped guide 
us through the menu and made a few 
suggestions we actually heeded. For

instance, we ordered the paper masa- 
la dosa ($10.95) and cauliflower mal- 
ligae ($9.95) for starters 

We went our own way on the en- 
trees, opting for udupi kai kurma 
($12.95), possibly for its adorable 
name, and mutton in cilantro-mint 
curry ($17.95), with garlic naan and 
basmati rice ($3.95 apiece) 

The appetizers were up quickly, 
piping hot and mouthwatering to be- 


hold. Masala dosa is the South Indian 
food you're most likely to be familiar 
with, a light crepe filled with spiced 
potatoes and, in this case, served to 
two delicious chutneys, coconut and 
chili. 

In this particular case, its name 
seemed to derive from the fact that it 
appeared to be the size of the rolled- 
up Saturday Globe & Mail. This was 
a pretty illusion, as only the middle 
third contained filling, and the light, 
frangible ends were supplied strictly 
for dipping into the delicious chut- 
ney. Some cabbage and spears of raw 
onion splashed with vinegary mari- 
nade were provided in a papadum 
cup. Nice 

The cauliflower malligae had been 
rolled in cilantro and mint and flash 
fried for a crispy veneer and most 
toothsome interior. A side of very 
zippy cilantro-mint chutney added 
even more excitement. We were off 
to a great start 

Suddenly it became busy in Bistro 
India, 
corner perch quickly filling up, caus- 


all the tables around our little 


ing us to reflect that a restaurant in 
a house puts in you in close quarters 
with your co-diners 

I proceeded to eavesdrop on ad- 


jacent patrons and made up a few 
nicknames 

Once the restaurant adapted to the 
influx of patrons, our lovingly pre- 
sented meal arrived 

We definitely chose well with the 
mutton — the meltingly tender cubes 
of meat were enveloped in a dark 


green, spicy sauce that also con- 
cealed whole fragrant pods of carda- 
mom, Cute as it sounded, udupi kai 
kurma — diced carrots, beans, peas 
and corn in an alleged sauce of ca- 
shew and coconut — was a little un- 


derwhelming flavour-wise compared 





to the rest of the meal, but perhaps 
this was a disagreement between us 
and the dish, rather than the way it 
was made. Leftovers confirmed the 
impressions of both entrees 
Despite the kai kurma miscalcula- 
tion, we were quite satisfied with our 
inaugural Bistro India experience, 
and certainly intrigued enough to 
wonder what other unfamiliar treats 
were encoded in their menu. Here’s 
hoping they don't follow in the foot- 
steps of their predecessors at that 
address, so local diner-outers have 
plenty of chances to get to know 
their South Indian offerings better.

COLLECTING AIRMILES AND FIGHTING 
FOR STAGE TIME, LARS CALLIEOU 
JUST WON'T STOP BEING FUNNY

“Only my agent has that phone number,” a sud- 
denly perked-up Lars Callieou says. “It’s usually 
pretty great when it rings.” Callieou, eager to 
spring into comedy-mode at the drop of a hat, 
works hard at making his phone ring daily. It’s 
easy for the stand-up comedian to go; his suitcase 
is permanently packed. After eight-years, he’s got- 
ten pretty good at this. Have jokes, will travel. 
Amidst the red-eye flights and countless hours 
jotting down new comic bits in airports, are the 
trails Callieou blazes for himself in his home city. 
Raised on an acreage outside of Edmonton, and 
with a long-ish stint at the University of Alberta 
(“When you're on dean's vacation, you never get to 
see the dean.”), Callieou loves Edmonton for the 
city’s people and for the thriving Alberta comedy 
scene. Three comedy clubs exist in Edmonton, 
one in Sherwood Park — Callieou would play ev- 
ery single one of them, every single night, if they'd 
have him. As it is, the moment he steps off stage, 
he’s thinking about getting his next gig. And be- 
cause of the opportunities for a young comedian in 
Alberta, there is that great chance for stage time. 
He is one funny man: “I learned they have dogs 
that can smell cancer. They can detect tumors in 
people. If those dogs can be trained to smell other 
diseases, | want one. Bring a girl home and the 
dog is like ‘ruh-ruhh. Rhonarhea.” But amore am- 
bitious and driven individual I cannot invent — so 
much for generalizations made about lazy, misdi- 
rected comedians. As I get to know him better, | 
start to realize why this particular comedian has 
both a comedic version of the Cold War phone and 
killer 45-minute set. 
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But for as much.as Callieou’s business savvy 
makes him a force to be reckoned with, all of his 
force is funny. The fewer people in the audience, 
the harder he'll work — it’s his goal to have you 
rolling by the end. He subscribes to the adage 
‘if you're funny, they will come.’ His method is 
simple, find the parts where people are laughing, 
when they’re not, edit. Like a hometown athlete, 
the people are hoping for you; let them guide you. 

“It's important to work hard and it’s important 
to work smart, but really, you have to love it. I 
think about the days that Wayne Gretzky spent on 
a pond and it wasn’t practice when he was on a 
pond, he was out there because he loved it. That 
wasn’t ever practice for him, it was just what he 
loved to do.” 

It’s that pursuit of the original high he got from 
his first laugh on Whyte Avenue in 2003 — a high 
Callieou says most comedians chase from Day 1. 
Edit the jokes and solidify the set — increase the 
‘laugh per minute’ ratio. “I like to lead the audience 
to the punchline, get a pre-laugh when they’re cre- 
ating an image or a joke in their own mind and 
make them bust a gut with the punchline I’ve 
written. I like the double laugh, the I-get-where- 
this-is-going laugh.” It’s this pursuit that has 
him travelling city streets and collecting Airmiles 
— from Just for Laughs in 2010 to Bridgetown in 
2011, from a Comedy Now! special on the Comedy 
Network to entertaining Canadian troops in Iraq, 
Callieou’s accomplishments stack up. And while 
the accolades are impressive and read like a laun- 
dry list of ‘things comedians want to accomplish 
in order be very successful,’ Callieou just wants to 
be a good comedian. 

And for the 35-year-old, it wasn't always the 
glamorous laughing life of living out of a suitcase 
for weeks on end, standing in cruise line buffet 
line-ups, and hosting a bi-weekly radio show at the 
time when few listen to radio (Wednesdays: mid-

night-2 a.m. on CJSR 88.5). Callieou had to work 
and work, and joke and joke, to get a seat in his 
chosen lap of luxury. 

“Almost every comedian that I know say that 
when they started they thought that you did com- 
edy a couple of times and then you'd get a sitcom 
or you'd get on The Tonight Show,” Callieou tells 
me as | sit in on his radio show, Kamikaze Kom- 
edy . Being the optimist comedians are wont to 
be, evidently fantasies of greatness kick-start the 
aspiring stand-up’s career. “You kind of need that 
illusion of grandeur to keep you going. Once you 
kind of figure out that it's not that at all — that it's 
a process of writing and editing and performing 
over and over — then it’s kind of up to you to figure 
that out.” 

Sitting with him as he exudes fun and energy, 
you get the feeling he is destined for big (or bigger) 
things in comedy. On the same day he reminisces 
about the ‘smooth sailing’ that would surely fol- 
low the thousands of full-length-mirror practice 
routines for his first stab at standup, Callieou is 
informed (likely via that phone) that he’s been ac- 
cepted to perform at Portland’s Bridgetown Com- 
edy Festival, which also includes Margaret Cho, 
Andy Dick and Doug Benson. 

Callieou roughly paraphrases comedienne Rosie 
O'Donnell: “If I have any advice for starting come- 
dians, it’s to quit. Quit now before all of the rejec- 
tion, pain and heartache you will have to endure 
comes.” The difference for him is he vows not to 
quit and these words set Callieou apart from many 
in his game. 

After an opening slot at Yuk Yuk’s, Callieou ex- 
plains his strenuous, all-bases-covered method of 
business. When | hear this I begin to think if this 
man only had to focus on the logistics of his trav- 
elling comedy show and just deliver the jokes, he 
wouldn't just be performing at Bridgetown, he’d be 
headlining it.

By Oji Suzuki 
Drawn & Quarterly, 274 pages, $27

It's appropriate that the central motif 
of this comic is black. 

Oji Suzuki's A Single Match, the 
latest translation in Montreal pub- 
lisher Drawn & Quarterly’s series 
of Japanese gekiga (“dramatic pic- 
tures”), contains multiple stories 
dealing in darkness: night, shadows, 
and — in a graphically literal sense — 
the space from which images materi- 
alize ... or disappear into. 

How appropriate for a work that 
deals chiefly in dreams, nightmares, 
fears, hopes, shames, visions, mem- 
ory, desire and the subconscious. 
And Suzuki certainly seems uninter- 
ested in explaining the connections 
he suggests, or in having us arrive at 
pat explanations. 

No, he’s more disposed towards 
tone, mood, evocation and feeling. 


The nearest any story comes to 
purely straightforward narrative is 
one three-part tale near the end, in 
which so many of said elements are 
inextricably bound up. 

Which, is of, course exactly how 
we live our lives — our perceptions 
being so much more fragmented 
than we think. 

Suzuki's approach isn’t mere cheap 
storytelling gimmickry. Nor is he 
trying to hint at profundity that isn't 
there. 

What he shows is that the human 
mind, feelings and memories can be 
a stew we ourselves don't always un- 
derstand — and can’t necessarily ex- 
plain. Not without therapy. 

We turn to narrative forms, in both 
words and pictures, to construct a 
semblance of order for ourselves. 
What plot or three-act story struc- 
ture do, in fact, is create a false, illu- 
sory reality; Suzuki shows that it’s by 
venturing into dark corners that we 
truly begin to understand ourselves. 

Take the story “World Colored 
Pants”, and its treatment of the 
fear that can permeate sexuality. 
And how a (near-adolescent) child's 


. forbid- 
den. Dirty. Wrong, “You wanna go to 


mind can identify sex as 


hell?” reads the final, haunting line 

This leaves the reader unsettled and 
suspended. One panel presents the 
point of view of a boy, peering inside 
a house at figures gathered around a 
dead, dying, or at least gravely sick 
child; in place of eyes, the ghoulish 
attendants gazes back with nothing 
but shadowed sockets 

The image recalls a shohin — or 
“little item” — by celebrated Japanese 
writer Soseki Natsume (1867-1916), 
titled “Odor of the Past”; the tale 
ends with the narrator returning to 
his London boarding house, sudden- 
ly recognizing the occupants’ “feel- 
ings, their gestures, their words, and 
their physiognomy belonged to the 
hell of secrets.” 

It’s not important that we know the 
secrets: only that we comprehend 
their gravity. In another of Natsume’s 
shohin, a man is unsettled by the art- 
work upon a scroll he’s displayed in 
his home. Why does it trouble him 
so? What trigger is it pressing? 
What's important is the significance 
it holds for his feelings.

Suzuki's imagery can be both fan- 
ciful and unsettling: indistinct faces 
and shapes (often silhouetted, shad- 
owed or undistinguished); abrupt 
jumps in time and space; and various 
dream-like sights, like a disembodied 
head, and figures in the night sky. 
Or a street lamp that eerily casts a 
human shadow...where no figure is 
visible. 

Within an art that still struggles 


from widespread, disdainful percep- 
tions, Japanese comics — identified 
mostly under the label manga — 
may suffer even greater dismissal 
Gekiga such as Yoshihiro Tatsumi’s 
A Drifting Life, and now Suzuki's A 
Single Match, are no more akin 
to Naruto than Art Spiegelman’s 
Maus was to Superman. It’s rich, 
that

Sprouting up amongst wheat fields in 
his home province of Saskatchewan, 
Alistair Henning developed an eye 
for the esthetic value of farm equip- 
ment an early age. 

However, upon visiting the village of 
Thorsby, southwest of Edmonton, 
where his wife Carol spent her for- 
mative years, a former SEE editor 
and longtime photographer discov- 
ered an eerie but beautiful environ- 
ment where tools used to clear the 
land lay at rest amongst their mas- 
ters. Focusing his lens on a cluster 
of oft-overlooked objects, he has re- 
animated a graveyard of dilapidated 
machines in the vivid new series, 
Versatile. 

“When I visited Thorsby and be- 
came more familiar with the area, I 
started to see patterns emerge in the 
kinds of things I was interested in,” 
Henning says. “In my photography 
I've always been fascinated by things 
made by people. Those people — or 
their ghosts — are forever imprinted 
upon them, and that’s what I try to 
capture. More than anything, | was 
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drawn to the people behind these 
machines, and their stories.” 

Though many of these vintage 
John Deere tractors, rusted autos and 
skeletal remnants of an animal-pow- 
ered past have outlived their owners, 
Henning finds a sense of nobility 
in their long and productive lives. 
Going one step further, he hastens 
to clarify that his photos should be 
considered something separate from 
a similar movement taking place in 
scrap heaps and junkyards the world 
over. 

“Td like to be clear that I don't 
consider this ‘Ruin Porn’,” he quips. 
“That's a bit of a buzzword, and has 
particularly become a point of con- 
tention in the photography of Detroit 
in recent years. People go in and take 
pictures of old crap falling apart, and 
it's supposed to be intrinsically neat. 
I want people to know that's not how 
I see these things, and besides, many 
of the machines are still in use.” 

Like a prairie take on Planet Earth, 
Henning also sees his series as a win- 
dow into part of the world that’s not 
familiar to modern city folk. Even if 
it's only a short drive outside of Ed- 
monton, Thorsby and its surround- 
ing communities may represent a 
different reality. 

“I'm a city slicker myself, but 
because I’ve had the wonder- 
ful opportunity of joining this 
community by association, the road 
was already paved,” he says. “In terms 
of shooting these photos, | got the 








sense from everyone | met that they 
were very flattered but perhaps also a 
little surprised. As a relative outsider 
— someone who didn't grow up there 
using the equipment — they were 
slightly confused about why I'd want 
to investigate. Yet I’m really thank- 
ful for the opportunity, and feel I’ve 
come to understand these people 
a little more by closely examining 
the tools they've used for so many 


years.”

“It's like stepping through a time 
portal and being swept back to a past 
when people didn’t have central heat- 
ing, electricity was a rarity, even in 
the larger settlements, and to get wa- 
ter you had a pump and would have 
to drag it by the bucket,” says Merril 
Distad, Associate Director of Librar- 
ies (Bibliographic Services). “These 
really enable people today to get a 
sense of what life was like then.”* 

Distad’s speaking of picture post- 
cards for “The Last Bést West,” a 
postcard exhibit chosen. from the 
vast holdings of Peel’s Prairie Prov- 
inces website (http://www.peel.li- 
brary.ualberta.ca). 1. 

The exhibit, curated by €dmon- 
ton’s first Historian Laureate, writer 
Ken Tingley, displays a selection of. 
the pre-World War II cards (and en- 
largements thereof) in the intimate

spaé ofthe library's show case area. 


Picking just 100 from more than 
20,000 cards was, “an interesting 
challenge.” 

The modern postcard -was born in 
1869. Canada issued its first official 
card in 1871. As detailed by Distad in 
his introduction to the exhibit’s cata- 
logue, postcards during their golden 
age (which ran from about 1900 to 
1920) were, literally, a craze. They 
“helped democratize the act of corre- 


spondence by bringing it within reach _ 


of all but the very poorest.” Distad 
says, “It very quickly turned into the 
most popular medium of cheap and 
rapid communication. That people 
could communicate required a very 
low level of literacy. You didn’t need 
envelopes or fancy stationery. You 
simply bought a postcard (originally 
the postcards were government is- 
sue but very soon publishers began 
issuing picture 
postcards at things like the Colom- 
bian Exhibition in Chicago, 1892-93, 
where they were dispensed by nickel 
vending machines) and the domestic 
rate for a postcard was a penny and 
the international rate was two pen- 
nies. So quickly, literally billions of 
postcards were being dispatched ev- 


commemorative 


ery year around the world.” 

One of the things which makes 
the real photo postcards appealing to 
historians is that, “they’re real pho- 
tographs so they're scaleable. You 
can enlarge them-without loss of 
density or detail.” 

The collection began a decade ago 
when the library began developing 
the website. Three or four years ago 
the. library had..an opportunity to 
acquire a major collection of prairie 
postcards assembled over many years 
by a physician in British Columbia 


~ named Dr. Richard Moulton. Since 


that time, the-library.has acquired. 
many thousands more through do- 
nations and through museums, ar- 
chives, and so on. They still have 
more than 7,000 cards waiting to be 
scanned. The meta-data work (Meta- 
data, Distad mentions the old joke, 
is cataloguing done by men) enables 
these cards to be searched through 
a number of search access points: 
geographic location, subject content, 
name of photographer, name of pub- 
lisher, ete... They also. record any in-

Around the turn of the last century, 
the coolest place to be on a Saturday 
night in Paris was 27 Rue des Fleu- 
tus. It was a private residence owned 
by Gertrude Stein — a lively, charis- 
matic writer who would later go on 
to leave an indelible mark on the 
progress of English literature. 

To get into one of these salons, 
where poets and painters would 
gather in the early evening to chat 
and admire Stein's ever growing 
modern art collection, you’d have to 
know the likes of Matisse, Picasso 
or any of her other famously artistic 
friends. 

“You've heard about her in the sa- 
lon?” asks University of Alberta the- 
atre Professor Beau Coleman. “Well, 
generally that's known about. But 


what she was doing in secret is that 


she was basically spying on every- 
body. I’m not kidding.” 

Referring to notebooks that were 
discovered in 1947 by Leon Katz, 
who coincidently was Coleman's 
Professor at Yale University, she 
explains that with more than 1,500 
notations, Stein wrote what were es- 
sentially journals in a codified way 
that had to be unlocked before being 
fully understood. 

“She had 400 to 500 friends to- 
tally analyzed, psychologically ana- 
lyzed,” says Coleman of the note- 
books’ contents. “She was trying 
to build this psychological system 
where she could describe every type 
of human being. So for a period of 
10 years, in secret, well not so much 
in secret but in private, she analyzed 
everybody. This is what's not known 
and this even influenced her writing. 
Basically the notebooks unlocked her 
creative process.” 

They also happened to unlock the 
creative process of what Coleman is 
calling The Gertrude Stein Project 
Company, which includes all the ac- 
tors, technicians, students — really 
everyone who has contributed to The 
Gertrude Stein Project. An interdis- 
ciplinary theatre piece created at the 
U of A, the show uses spoken word, 
dance, music and video to produce, 
not so much an autobiography, but a 


fragmented experience of the iconic 
woman. “It’s almost like a poem,” 
says Coleman, “we're almost trying 
to create a Stein composition in a vi- 
sual theatre way.” 

Inspired by how the modernist au- 
thor approached the written word, 
Coleman delved deep into research- 
ing Stein, travelling to Yale to go 
through the notebooks herself and 
contacting her former professor, 
who had done extensive interviews 
with Stein's long-time companion, 
Alice B. Toklas. Previously unpub- 
lished, the responses from Katz’s 
year’s worth of sessions with Toklas 
form a foundation for the perfor- 
mance ‘piece, the relationship Katz 
and Toklas had, creating a chrono- 
logical through line on which to at- 
tach the more patchwork portions of 
the play. 

While it is a challenging format, 
Coleman is confident that Stein is a 
woman worth spending time with. 
“She changed writing,” she explains. 
“Some writers, you know, they re- 
member and then they write. She 
wasn't thinking so much about what 
is reader getting. She was experi- 
menting with words and trying to see 
what she could do with the actual act 
of writing and seeing where that led 
her, thinking, ‘OK, eventually every- 
one else will catch up.’ ”

When it comes to horror movies 
you have to prepare yourself for the 
worst. From visually to thematically, 
you can have anything from wooden 
performances to a truck full of el- 
ephant intestines being poured into 
a busy glass elevator. Thankfully, In- 
sidious has neither these things. 

Insidious is surprisingly good con- 
sidering what the previous direc- 
tor (James Wan) and writer (Leigh 
Whannell) teamed up for. Not that 
the longevity of the Saw franchise is 
something to scoff at, but, it is a lot 
of basic scares. So, when it comes to 
the concept of Insidious (The child is 
haunted!), I was expecting a lot less. 
The story is serviceable but it is the 
way it is told that makes this a very 
functional horror flick.

Throughout the history of Hollywood 
the B-film has always held a soft-spot 
to any cinema lover. Much like the B- 
side of a 45 rpm record single, great 
B-movies were renowned for their 
unique and uncompromising con- 
sciousness, and in many instances 
were breeding pools for world-class 
artists (Sam Fuller, Edgar G. Ulmer, 
Joseph H. Lewis) creating brilliance 
on a budget. Tragically, the B-movie 
pretty much disappeared from cin- 
emas in the early 1980s where they 
quickly made a retreat to home vid- 
eo, and subsequently, YouTube. 
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Director Tobe Hooper, famous for 
the original Texas Chainsaw Massa- 
cre, worked exclusively in low-budget 
territory throughout the 1970s. With 
the release and worldwide success of 
Poltergeist in 1981, Hooper was on 
the top of the cinema food chain with 
the opportunity to make pretty much 
whatever he wanted to make. His 
subsequent film, the mega-budget 
1985 Lifeforce, was derided by critics 
everywhere as a Z-movie mess and 
quickly disappeared from the cinema 
consciousness. Nothing dates (or 
rises) as quickly as film, and when 
seen today, Lifeforce is a thorough- 
ly enjoyable apocalyptic science- 
fiction extravaganza that combines 
a thought-provoking scenario with 
fantastic visual effects, bullet-train 
direction, and copious nude male 
and female space vampires. 

Based on a renowned novel by 
Science-Fiction Writer Colin Wil- 
son (who dismissed the movie as 
trash), Lifeforce, spins the yarn of a 
spacecraft who enters the tail of Ha- 
ley’s Comet only to discover perfect 
male and female specimens encased 
in crystal. Cut to six months later, 
where the now-vacant burned out 
spacecraft returns to earth carry- 
ing only the crystalized specimens. 
When the specimens come to life, 


chaos naturally ensues, engulfing 
London (and the free world) in mass 
destruction 


With an all-star B-movie cast 


(Steve Railsback, Colin Firth, Patrick | 


Stewart, Mathilda May) and a rous- 
ing Henry Mancini score, Lifeforce 
is a fast-paced hoot that plunges the 
viewer into a momentum tunnel that 
consistently surprises and never 
lags. The original source material is a 
provocative premise (space vampires 
come to earth to revive their vanish- 
ing race) that is presented more as a 
lean thriller with very few metaphys- 
ical pauses. The acting is first rate, 
with all the cast attacking their roles 
with a gusto exuberance that makes 
the viewer quickly forget the logic 
behind beautiful nude space vam- 
pires walking around London shoot- 
ing laser-beams from their eyes. 
Hooper's direction is sparse and to 
the point, with a thankful anonymity 
that serves the mile-a-minute thrills. 

Having an enjoyable, fun, expe- 
rience at the movies these days is 
pretty much a thing of the past. The 
weight of money looms large on 
seemingly every Hollywood film re- 
leased now, sucking all the nutrients 
away. Give yourself a treat and sub- 
mit to Lifeforce. A sucking of amuch 
more enjoyable kind.

Setbacks happen. Like losing half your band after a third-album that barely makes a blip. Fortu-- 
nately, Danish indie band Figurines took it on the chin, and after three-years of what must have been 
profound soul-searching, presented the world with a self-titled album that tries to polish their once 
eclectic repertoire of genres. The album is refined, tight, but mostly safe; the compositions keep every 
tick and ping of the drums and keys in perfect clockwork arrangements, but that doesn’t necessarily make tracks memorable. The 
melodies — ranging from dizzying swooning on “Hanging From Above" to strained melancholia on “Unable to Drift” — are quirky and 
affable, the type that is the staple of indie rock.

Celina Kalluk. The sensual grunts 
and gasps provided by the Nunavut 
natives and Bilgi’s freestyle vocal 
percussion helped further define 
“folk” music.

Be happy. It’s very simple advice. 
But far too regularly happiness gives

“It was very stressful, for sure — in 
the last few days I've been losing a lot 
of hair,” she says with a laugh.

Lee squirms when asked to de- 
scribe the band’s music in her own 
words, saying, “we don't like telling 
people what they shotld think about 
when they’re listening to us.” 

If they aren't comfortable doing 





their own hype, the best way to get 
their music out there still remains 
playing shows, which explains the 
nine gigs at SXSW — regardless of 
the damage it did to Lee's mental 
state. 

“I think the lesson for me is to find 
ways to de-stress before we play,” she 
says of the whole SXSW experience. 
“And not just five minutes before we 
play like give yourself some time —

but it's kind of hard in those situa- 
tions because you're playing three 
shows in one day and you have to 
carry your gear from place to place.

It's a weird world on tour. There are 
similarities to life at home, yet it's 
kind of like an alternate dimension 
where time passes differently, there 
are very few constants besides the 
van and gas station food, and close 
friendships have a habit of spring- 


| ing up everywhere you go. Oh, yeah, 


and then there are the crazy coinci- 
dences. People say it's a small world, 
but ask anyone in a touring band: it’s 
positively miniscule. 

Toronto punk band The 
Flatliners has experienced all of 
these things at one time or another. 
Veterans of the highway, the Fat 
Wreck Chords band especially has 
made its fair share of hard and fast 
friendships, particularly with other 
like-minded musical souls pounding 
along the same beaten paths. 

“Most guys or girls in bands just 
kind of realize you're all there for 


the same reason,” vocalist/guitarist 
Chris Cresswell says, as he specu- 
lates as to the reason bands just kind 
of bond quickly. “Instead of finding 
reasons not to get along, you just find 
reasons to hang out and enjoy each 
other's company.” 

The Flatliners particularly en- 
joyed the company of present 
tourmates, Vancouver's Living With 
Lions, getting on so smashingly 
over cheap brews when they first 
met years ago that, according to the 
band’s website, they “left the shit- 
box town of Windsor, Ont. dry as a 
whistle.” 

Last autumn, those same pals were 
also the subject of one of those weit- 
do coincidences so common on tour: 
as The Flatliners were rolling into 
Winnipeg, the band somehow spot- 
ted Living With Lions as they were 
rolling out. 

“We know what their band’s trailer 
looks like — we recognized it,” Cress- 
well says. “It’s pretty funny; it’s such 
a small world sometimes. That's one 
of the best parts about being able to 
travel — running into your friends.” 

Similar things have happened 
with Toronto band Cancer Bats, 
who The Flatliners have run into 
all over America despite only ever 
sharing a bill on a single occasion. 
These random run-ins played a part 
in the friendship that formed be-

tween the two bands, leading to the 
Cancer Bats’ contribution of an en- 
tire night's. worth of gang vocals to 
The Flatliners’ latest album, Caval- 
cade. 

But perhaps the oddest coinci- 
dence was when Cresswell and Flat- 
liner drummer Paul Ramirez were 
walking around San Antonio before 
a show and who should appear, do- 
ing exactly the same thing, but mem- 
bers of Protest the Hero, another 
Canadian band with whom The 
Flatliners used to grace 
Hamilton church basements during 
the early days of their respective ca- 
reers. 

“We just ran into each other on the 
street and it was super weird. It was 
cool, you know? It’s a super small 
world sometimes,” Cresswell says. 

Ever the positive fella, he main- 
tains that he can count the bad ex- 
periences his band has had with 
other bands on one hand. And even 
those, he says, can probably be 
chocked up to humanity. 

“It would probably surprise some 
people who we've had bad experi- 
ences with,” he reveals. “But at the 
same time, in their defence, they 
could have just been having a bad 
day. There's no personal grudges 
held or anything like that — harbour- 
ing negativity is such a waste of time 
in life in general.” ;

The closing of Naked Cyber Cafe 
this week was another telling omen 
in the type of predictable “downtown 
revitalization” our city, essentially 
controlled by its imbedded develop- 
ers, is after. Apparently offended by 
the shocking (?) name Naked, plus 
the cafe’s patrons not being a good 
enough class of person, Melcor De- 
velopments didn’t bother denying 
they're after a higher-end clientele 
unless, right, they put a fire escape 
there. Which brings us back to the 
old argument that what the key-jin- 
glers around here are after isn’t so 
much a revitalization as a displace- 
ment. Because this case objectively 
illustrates how money is more im- 
portant than community, that word 
developers just love dropping on all 
their signs. Admittedly, a $7 sand- 
wich sold at Sobey’s does more for 
the economy than a $2 pint of draft 
at the Cecil, and you can fill in the 
blanks yourself on the chances of be- 


ing stabbed at each. 

Mind you, Naked Cyber Cafe was 
not the Cecil, but a place of comfort 
for emergent artists and musicians, 
or freaky goth outsiders who often 
dress that way because someone was 
shitty to them growing up, or people 
without the Internet access you take 
for granted, or, yes, bums coming in 
from the cold. At least some people 
who, chances are, get kicked around 
just a little bit more than you and me. 
And who, let’s not bullshit anyone 
here, Melcor would rather not have 
affect Jasper’s fine reputation (cur- 
rently: as a puke-stained weekend 
garbage trough where dozens of cops 
have to provide tax-funded security 
for imported drunks in Oilers jerseys 
fighting each other). 

There's nothing new about this, of 
course. Looking back at the long his- 
tory of Jasper Ave., the booms and 
busts have happened as predictably 
as tides, and a once-vibrant strip of 
shopping and cinemas which lived 
there even as late as the ‘80s was all 
but abandoned by suburban Edmon- 
tonians who, quite simply, wanted 
large yards, more distance from each 
other and free parking. Mike’s News 
Stand never had a chance. 

The sad difference between Naked 
and, say, the Sidetrack — which sold 
off the magnetism of its history out 
for top dollar — is that Naked wanted 
to continue to be a living part of a 
downtown core people who never 
come here keep claiming is dead. 


Not unlike New City, which had to 
clear out as the last non-hoochie bar 
on Jasper because, someday, maybe, 
more condos will rise. While, as an 
aside, Whyte Ave. keeps dropping 
businesses like the rotting teeth of 
a sugar addict. Back to downtown, 
I noticed SEE’s old offices still stand 
vacant. 

Thing is, you really can't tell de- 
velopers and property holders what 
kinds of businesses they have to keep 
in place; if anything, all you can tell 
them is what they can’t have with 
restrictive bylaws and rules. And | 
mean, what are you going to do — 
boycott Melcor? I don’t even blame 
them for their greed or cowardice, 
and at least they were honest about 
hoping to lure coffee drinkers with 
BMWs over hand-me-down BMX 
bikes. But the point I made I'll make 
again. 

Naked Cyber Cafe was a part of a 
living downtown which would accept 
patronage from me, my rich aunt or 
a guy who hustled on the street for a 
couple hours for enough to get some- 
thing to eat. That kind of openness 
doesn't appeal to everyone, of course, 
but I keep wondering about this ob- 
sessiwon of taking bohemian spaces 
and applying safe facelifts and chain 
shopping to them, in no way differ- 
entiated from the suburban outlands 
where, unlike downtown, parking 
still remains alluringly free.

Colin Labadie is looking at me from 
above the sheets of his newest score 
lying on the table between us; all 
smiles. I’m not surprised, not only 
does it seem like an excellent piece, 
it also is for orchestra — the ultimate 
challenge for a contemporary com- 
poser. More importantly, it is slated 
for performance by the University of 
Alberta Symphony Orchestra. 

Ask Labadie and he will tell you 
that for any living classical compos- 
er, and above all for someone who is 
considered an “early career” artist, to 
have a piece for orchestra performed 
seems like a miraculous fulfilment of 
a distant dream. Symphony orches- 
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tras are afraid of programming new 
works. More often than not new mu- 
sic is selected grudgingly, under pres- 
sure from funding agencies, which 
(luckily!) insist on having Canadian 
content. And more often than not, 
the selected compositions seem to 
appeal to the lowest common de- 
nominator, as if our audiences were 
unable to absorb anything ambitious. 
However, this is not the case here. 

Labadie’s is a very ambitious mod- 
ern work, which makes no compro- 
mises — a full-fledged orchestral 
composition, exploring skillfully the 
timbral possibilities of the big en- 
semble. 

“I owe the opportunity to write 
the piece to the U of A Department 
Labadie says, 
their symphony orchestra wanted 
to premier a work by a student com-

poser. Along with a number of my 
colleagues, I responded to the subse- 
quent call for scores by submitting 
several earlier works for chamber 
groups. Eventually they picked me to 
write a piece. I'll tell you,” continues 
Labadie’s, “I couldn’t be happier. To 
have a performance at the Winspear 


is just awesome.” 


As for his current orchestral vi- | 


sion, Labadie doesn’t hesitate. 

“In 2010, I saw an-exhibit of Ed- 
ward Burtynsky’'s photography at the 
Art Gallery of Alberta and was taken 
aback by the power of the artist's vi- 
sion. He is known for huge photo- 
graphs of ‘manufactured landscapes’ 
(the title of the acclaimed 2006 
documentary on Burtynsky’s work), 
man-made environments, which are 
both spectacular and frightening. 1 
couldn't help but draw inspiration 
from it,” Labadie explains. 

“Basically, what I did was to take 
four photographs and base my piece 
on them. It’s called ‘The Wake of 
Progress’. One each of its four 
movements corresponds to a differ- 
ent photograph. I did not want to 
create sonic equivalents of the im- 
ages; rather, my aim was to express 
in sound my own subjective feelings 
triggered by Burtynsky’s dramatic 
commentary upon the state of mod- 
ern civilization, Can you believe it,” 
enthuses Labadie, “the artist himself 
gave me permission to project his 
work during performance.”

Honest €d’s sparkles on the cor- 
ner of Bathurst and Bloor like 
something off The Price Is Right. 
Toronto’s most ridiculous depart- 
ment store, a city institution since 
the late 1940s, may be an eyesore 
to some, but to others, its authentic 
retro esthetic and bargain basement 
Elvis busts are things of rare beauty. 
Daniel Lee, singer of Toronto 
indie-pop group Hooded Fang is a 
sincere Honest €d’s appreciator. 
But more than anything, it was the 
store's custom signs, hundreds of 
them, hand-painted by some mys- 
terious master craftsman practicing 
a dying trade, that captivated him — 
so much so that he and the six other 
members of his band actually sought 
out Honest €d’s sign painter with the 
intention of having him design and 
create the cover for their debut al- 


bum. 

“We always walked by there,” Lee 
explains. “I’m really into sign paint- 
ing and every single sign in the place 
is hand-painted. 1 was always like, 
“You know, | bet there's like one old 
guy there who does that.’ And I kept 
on talking about it and me and April 
(Aliermo, bass) were walking by and 
she said, “Why don’t we just go in and 
find out, and get them to do the art- 
work?” 

A little reconnaissance with the 
shop girls downstairs and the identi- 
ty of the sign painters — there turned 
out to be two of them — was soon 
revealed. 

“They said, ‘Watch out, though, 
because they’re grumpy. Ask for 
Dougie because he’s the nicer one.” 

One phone call later and veteran 
Honest Ed's sign painter, an older 
Scotsman named Dougie Kerr, was 
on board to put his esthetic touch 
on Hooded Fang's record. The al- 
bum cover, as Lee says, “is all Dou- 
gie,” with just a little bit of direc- 
tion from the band. And true to his 
signature form, Kerr combined old- 
timey, functional yet over-the-top 
flair with a human touch, exactly like 
the décor that helps give Honest Ed 
its magnetic personality. 

Lee explains why the group was so 


drawn to doing the art this way. 

“Fonts are the best, right? Every- 
thing has a font. I’ve always been 
big into comic books and graffiti 
and cartoons, signs in general. If 
you can find someone who does all 
those fonts by hand because it’s their 
trade, it's an awesome thing.” 

The project with Kerr has turned 
into a long-standing relationship, 
Lee says. “Now he’s a real part of 
our family. He’s an awesome guy; 
we hang out all the time.” 

And just as Kerr's creative 
touch on Honest €d’s is all-per- 
vasive, so too is his influence on 
Hooded Fang. The sign painter is con- 
tributingmoreofhisstellarfontworkto 
Hooded Fang's next release, Tosta 
Mista (presumably named for the 
Portuguese grilled sandwich), de- 
scribed by Lee as “a little bit more 
garage.” 

“It's gonna be all kinds of romance- 
based about heartbreak and lust and 
love and all that shit,” he says. “We’re 
trying to bridge the gap between 
the side projects we have which are 
more punk and a little faster and 
louder and balls out with a pop 
band.”

Sometimes it’s hard to be concise 
when paraphrasing a band. What 
are the ‘best’ and ‘worst’ things ever 
said about them can get a bit wordy 
at times. But, from being called ‘The 
best live band in Canada’, to being 
called assholes and ‘vile’, it is pretty 
straight forward. And, Edmonton's 
The City Streets seem to have heard 
it all. After having been seasoned 
during countless shows in as many 
venues with very little time to reflect 
on it all, they are the prototypical Ca- 
nadian band. It is their mixture of du- 
rability and passion that makes them 
continue on while others falter. 
“There are new bands every day, 
and that's fine, it's not a competition,” 
songwriter/guitarist Rick Reid says. 
“The truth is most of them won't 
last long. Only the truly stubborn or 
insane will keep going at this serious- 
ly for longer than one Canadian win- 
ter tour or so. The ones that do and 
are great will only inspire the other 


bands around them, forcing them to 
get better and that’s how great scenes 
are created. Like Minneapolis in the 
early ’80s, Seattle early ‘90s, and 
currently in Montreal.” 

This sounds like it’s a marathon 
more than a sprint and in many ways 
it is. Taking your lumps along the 
journey makes for a more seasoned 
traveller, and knowing your audi- 
ence is just as important as knowing 
where your next show is. For some, 
their music is orchestrated to be safe 
and marketable rather than to be 
unique. It’s a scenario where you talk 
at your audience and not talk to. But 
for Reid and the rest of the Streets, 
they are a part of it all and involved. 
They aren't outside looking in, they 
are in the current. 

“Cities can be different,” Reid 
says. “€ach one has its own vibe 
and cultural differences. What is 
popular, what isn’t ... what kind of 
local bands have buzz and all that. I 
find that our fans come from 
many different backgrounds, have 
varying tastes and lifestyles but usual- 
ly have a common desire for honesty 
and passion in the music they listen 
to. They have a certain connection 
with the songs that is personal and 
heartfelt.” 

With that said, being in the current 
means knowing that it’s the people 


who support you that keep you 
there. You know that the quickest way 
to your audience is through live 
shows. They get the tactile as well as 
the intangible. If you don’t put on a 
good show then what good are you? 
According to Reid, it’s anxiety pep- 
pered with growth that makes the 
Streets who they are. 

“Usually we get pumped in the 
van right before the show with a 
mixture of great music on the stereo, 
wine and beautiful girls ... but 
not necessarily in that order,” Reid 
explains. “There is always a bit of ner- 
vousness before going onstage, mixed 
with excitement, and you use 
that energy, hopefully to play well.” 

“L think our music is always evolv- 
ing,” he continues. “If you trace 
our discography you'll find every- 
thing from power pop to country 
to thrash punk and post rock... 
We never try to worry about it or 
over analyze it, we just want to keep 


pushing ourselves and  mak- 
ing music that means some- 
thing to us, regardless if 


it's ‘hip’ or what people expect of 
us. Underneath all the stylistic 
differences it is still the songs at the 
heart of what we do.” 

And according to their fan 
base, they aren't doing a bad job of 
it.
